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Report of the Council. 


In accordance with the rules of the Society, it is now the 
duty of the Council to present to the members their Fifty-fifth 
Annual Report on the condition of the Society, and the pro¬ 
gress it has made during, the past year. 

Members.— Thirty-one new members have been elected 
since the last Annual Meeting. Against this, twenty-nine 
names have been removed from the roll—sixteen by death, and 
thirteen by resignation or removal from the Provincial District. 
There is thus a nett gain of two, the number of members at 
the present time being 457. 

In no previous year have so many members been lost 
through death. It is with great regret that the Council directs 
attention to two names in particular—Professor F. D. Brown 
and Mr. Percy Smith. The first-mentioned gentleman served 
for no less than twenty-nine years as a member of the Council, 
was four times elected President, and for five years was one of 
the members of the Trust Board. It is right and proper that 
the Council should express, in the pages of this report, its 
sorrowful appreciation of the lasting value of these services, 
and should fully recognise the efficient manner in which they 
were performed. 

Mr. Percy Smith’s claim to remembrance is equally 
extensive. He served on the Council for a lengthened period, 
was President in 1885, and was one of the first members of the 
Trust Board, holding office from 1885 to 1899. He was the 
founder of the “Polynesian Journal,” which he edited with 
conspicuous success for twenty-nine years. At his death it 
was found that he had bequeathed to the Library of the Auck¬ 
land Institute a valuable collection of books on Polynesia, par¬ 
ticulars of which will be found in another part of this report. 

Among the remaining deceased members, Dr. Bamford, 
Mr. J. Edson, Mr. II. D. Heather, Mr. K. Milroy, and Mr. J. J. 
Walklate had been long in association with the Institute, and 
took considerable interest in its proceedings. 

Finance.— Those members who wish to obtain full infor¬ 
mation regarding the financial position of the Institute will do 
well to consult the balance-sheets appended to the report; but 
it will be useful to present a brief synopsis here. The total

revenue of the Working Account, after deducting the balance 
in hand at the beginning of the year, has been £1.857 5s. 3d. 
Last year the amount was £1,918 18s. 2d. showing a reduction 
of £61 12s. lid. But last year the revenue was swollen by one 
or two exceptional items, so that is hardly a fair comparison. 
Examining the various items, it will be noted that the members’ 
subscriptions show a decrease from £425 5s. to £413 14s. The 
Museum Endowment has realised in rents and interest 
£778 8s. Id., as against £772 Os. lid. for the previous year. 
£434 has been derived from the invested funds of the Costley 
Bequest, last year’s amount being £411. The exceptional items 
referred to above mainly consisted of special subscriptions 
raised for the purpose of making certain desirable additions to 
the Museum. The total expenditure has been £1.919 15s. 5d., 
and the cash balance in hand is £155 13s. 5d. 

The invested funds of the Institute have received an addi¬ 
tion of £53 5s. 8d. during the year, partly derived from the 
Museum Endowment, and partly from the Life Subscription 
Account. The total amount of the funds now stands at 
£23,299 17s. The manner in which the funds are invested is 
fully explained in the appendix to the balance-sheet. 

Meetings.—Eight meetings have been held during the year, 
at which various lectures were delivered. Several papers or 
memoirs, intended for publication in the “Transactions of the 
Xew Zealand Institute,” have also been contributed by mem¬ 
bers of the Institute. The following is a complete list of both

Incompliance with a resolution passed at the last Annual 
Meeting, the Council invited the members of the Institute to 
co-operate in forming four specified sections for the study, in 
an informal and discursive manner, of certain branches of 
science, and of holding meetings and discussions in connec¬ 
tion therewith. The result of the invitation was somewhat 
discouraging, for only one section—that of Anthropology— 
obtained the number of members considered by the Council 
to be essential to success. The Anthropological section was, 
however, duly constituted, and held a short, but, on the whole, 
successful, session of three meetings under the presidency of 
Dr. Buck. 

Library.—The amount expended over the Library during 
the year has been £216 10s. 4d. About £50 of this has been 
devoted to the purchase of books shortly to arrive from 
London. The remainder has been almost wholly absorbed by 
the cost of the periodicals subscribed to by the Institute and 
by binding. In this place it is well to mention that the great 
increase since the war in the price of books, and the still 
greater increase in the cost of periodicals and binding, are 
factors greatly hampering the development of the Library. 
The matter has had the serious consideration of the Library 
Committee at whose request the Council has reduced the 
number of periodicals subscribed to. and has effected certain 
economies in the charges for binding, etc. 

An important collection of books on Polynesia, including 
81 volumes and 106 pamphlets, has been bequeathed to the 
Library by the late Mr. Percy Smith. These books gradually 
came into his possession while occupying the position of Editor 
of the “Journal of the Polynesian Society,” and must be re¬ 
garded as a valuable addition to the Library. A full list of 
the collection will be found in the appendix to the report. 

The usual presentations and exchanges have been received 
from foreign Societies, as also several donations from private 
individuals. The magazines and serial publications subscribed

to by the Institute, a list of which will be found in another part 
of the report, have been regularly received during the year, 
and have been made available for the use of readers. 

Museum.—With the exception of a few days reserved for 
cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum has been open to 
the public daily throughout the year. The attendance of 
visitors has been quite satisfactory, although it has fallen a 
trifle below the average of the last three years. Taking the 
Sunday attendance first, the register kept by the attendant 
shows that 18,601 people entered the building on that day, 
being an average of 372 for each Sunday. The greatest attend¬ 
ance on any one Sunday was 737 on June 4, and the smallest 
96 on November 12—a very wet day. On the nine chief 
holidays of the year the total attendance was 7.253. being a 
daily average of 807. The largest attendance on any one 
holiday was 1.206 on Labour Day, closely followed by 1.147 on 
Easter Monday. On account of the absence of recording 
mechanism, it is impossible to give the attendance on ordinary 
week days, but. taking occasional counts as a basis for calcula¬ 
tion, it is believed that the average daily attendance may be 
safely taken at 255, which would give a total of 83.600. Adding 
this number to that already given for Sundays and holidays, 
we obtain a grand total for the year of 109,454. The highest 
estimated attendance yet recorded is 112.500 for 1920-1921. 

The additions received at the Museum during the year 
have been both numerous and valuable, although perhaps not 
so important as those of 1920-1921. when the now famous 
Kaitaia lintel and other impressive exhibits were received. A 
full list of all additions will be found in the appendix, but a 
few special articles may be referred to here. Nineteen large 
Maori house carvings, presented by Mr. Eric Craig, form a 
noteworthy addition. Mr. George Graham, amongst other 
contributions, has given a large war-trumpet, a cage for a 
tame tui. a large hinaki. a small fish-trap, and a greenstone 
gouge. A fine stone-worked house-carving from the Kaipara 
district has been obtained by purchase. Colonel Northcroft 
presents a highly carved Maori walking-stick, and an unusually 
fine greenstone adze and Sundry other articles have been 
bequeathed by the late Mr. J. E. Smith. 

Of foreign Ethnological specimens, it will suffice to men¬ 
tion the following:—A collection of 115 articles of very varied 
character, obtained on the border-line between German and 
Dutch New Guinea, purchased from Mr. Boulter; a series of 
25 Australian specimens obtained near Cape Don Lighthouse, 
North-West Australia, purchased from Mr. Arthur; and over 
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100 weapons and other articles collected near Lake Tangan¬ 
yika, Central Africa, donated by Mr. Ostler. 

The following natural history specimens deserve notice:— 
A mounted specimen of the White Heron (Ardea alba), 
obtained near Helensville, presented by Mr. J. Leach; adult 
male Frigate-bird, in full breeding plumage, blown by a gale 
into the Tamaki River, presented by Miss Nancy Freebairn. 
A somewhat curious addition is a specimen of the tropical 
water-snake Hydrus platurus, picked up alive on the Great 
Barrier Island not far from the wreck of the Wiltshire, and 
erroneously supposed to have been brought by that vessel to 
New Zealand. In point of fact, specimens are regularly drifted 
from Polynesia to New Zealand, and one was picked up at 
Ohiwa, near Opotiki. not many weeks ago, and presented to 
the Museum by Mr. W. Anderson. 

Of miscellaneous specimens, there may be mentioned a col¬ 
lection of old English glass, presented by Dr. ('. E. R. Bucknill: 
an old Satsuma Vase, given by Mr. Henry Shaw; and a most 
interesting series of ancient Chinese Coins, going back as far 
as B.C. 475, donated by Mr. Watson, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
England. 

Those who are acquainted with the history of the Museum 
during the last four or five years are fully aware that in the 
present congested state of the collections it is hardly possible 
to exhibit even a small proportion of the many objects of 
interest that are constantly being received. There is no depart¬ 
ment of the Museum that has sufficient room for exhibition 
purposes. There are no proper store rooms, no accommoda¬ 
tion for duplicates, hardly any space for the sorting and deter¬ 
mination of specimens. From the want of sufficient space in 
which to exhibit it. Mr. J. B. Turner’s superb collection of 
Fijian and Polynesian ethnographical specimens, so recently 
presented to the Museum, remains at Suva. Mr. Dunning’s 
collection of skins of large animals, which, if mounted, would 
put quite a different face on the zoological portion of the 
Museum, is still packed away, because there is no place in 
which to erect the necessary show cases. And so with other 
classes of articles. Under such circumstances, all that can be 
done is to patiently await the erection of the new building, a 
work which it is hoped will not be much longer delayed. 

The War Memorial Museum and the Competitive Designs. 

In the report of the Council submitted to the last Annual 
Meeting, held on February 27. 1922, a full account was given 
of the progress of the scheme up to the date of the meeting. 
A brief abstract shows that £122.000 had then been collected 
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by the Citizens’ Committee, and that of this sum £80,000 had 
been received and invested. The objective of the fund had 
been fixed at £200,000, it being the opinion of the Committee 
that that amount will be required to erect a War Memorial 
Museum that will suitably commemorate New Zealand’s share 
in the Great War, and fully recognise the priceless services 
of its soldiers and sailors. As the amount in hand or promised 
was sufficiently large to justify the Committee in its belief that 
the full sum required will be obtained, it was resolved to call 
at once for competitive designs for the building. Such were 
accordingly invited, and printed conditions governing the com¬ 
petition were issued and widely circulated throughout the 
Dominion, Australia, and the United Kingdom. Arrangements 
were also made for the periodical issue of questions forwarded 
by competitors and replies to the same. The competition was 
at first timed to close on June 30. but by general request the 
date was first extended to July 31. and later on to August 7. 
when the period for receiving designs definitely closed. The 
number of competitors was 76. and the total number of exhibits 
considerably over 600. Tt may be interesting to give the place 
of origin of the designs, as follows:—Great Britain, 23; Auck¬ 
land, 17: Wellington. 11; Dunedin. 6; Sydney, 3; Brisbane, 2; 
Adelaide. 2: Napier, 2; Singapore. 2; Bombay. 2: Vancouver. 
2; Melbourne. 1; Gisborne. 1; New Plymouth. 1 ; New York, 1; 
total. 76. 

The number of framed designs to be exhibited was so large 
that it soon became evident that no available hall in Auckland 
possessed the required space*, particularly when it was con¬ 
sidered that for purposes of judging, good lighting and con¬ 
venient position were indispensable. The difficulty was solved 
by the Auckland Harbour Board kindly granting the sole use 
of the top floor of Shed 16. Queen’s Wharf, which possesses 
ample space for the purpose, is well lighted, and can be 
isolated from all other purposes. The staging was erected 
after plans furnished by the City Engineer, and the designs 
were mounted under the superintendence of Mr. Griffin. 
Assistant Curator of the Museum. It should be mentioned 
that, as the designs were distinguished only by numbers corre¬ 
sponding with numbers contained in sealed envelopes, no one 
could be aware of the identity of any exhibitor. The arrange¬ 
ment of the designs was completed on September 9. and the 
judging commenced on September 11. 

The Judges, or Jury of Award, consisted of the following 
persons:— (1) C. Reginald Ford. President of the New Zea¬ 
land Institute of Architects, and Professional Adviser to the 
Citizens’ Committee; (2) C. W. Wood. F.N.Z.I.A.; (3) 
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T. W. Leys. LL.L).: 4) O. Nicholson; and (5) T. F. Cheeseman, 
F.L.S.. F.N.Z. Inst. As stated above, the work of judging 
commenced on September 11. and was completed on September 
19. On the afternoon of that date the Jury of Award reported 
to the Citizens’ Committee that the fullest possible consideration 
had been given to every design. In doing this, full regard had 
been paid to the primary requirements mentioned in the con¬ 
ditions. stipulating that the building should be “noble and 
dignified.” and “suitable for a War Memorial.” and that it 
should be fully adapted for functioning as a Museum. After 
full consideration, the Jury of Award unanimously decided 
“that the first prize should fall to No. 37.” The selection of 
the designs to be placed second and third proved to be a diffi¬ 
cult matter, but finally the second prize was awarded to No. 29, 
and the third to No. 40. On opening the envelopes bearing 
the corresponding numbers, the prize-winners were found 
to be:— 

(1) Messrs. Grierson. Aimer, and Draffin, Auckland. 

(2) Messrs. R. W. McLaurin and C. G. Mitchell, Wel¬ 
lington. 

(3) Messrs. E. G. Le Petit and G. K. Downes, Auck¬ 


land. 


The designs remained on exhibition for the greater part 
of a week, and attracted universal attention. Particularly 
noticeable was the general approval given to the award of the 
first prize; but, in addition, there was a widespread agreement 
with the final clause of the report, which reads that the 
“Citizens’ Committee has great cause for gratification in the 
admirable response which the Committee has evoked, evidenced 
by the large number of designs of excellent quality which have 
been presented: and we suggest that some expression of thanks 
is due to the competitors, and should be placed upon record.” 
It is hardly necessary to say that this well-deserved recom¬ 
mendation was immediately carried into effect. 

The Final Appeal for Funds.—Earlier in this report it was 
mentioned that the funds collected up to February, 1922, had 
reached the satisfactory amount of £122,000. At that time 
it was considered wise to wait for the result of the invitation 
for competitive designs before resuming collecting operations. 
At the end of September the exhibition of designs had been 
successfully closed, and at a meeting of the Citizens’ Committee 
held early in October it was decided that the personal canvass 
should be energetically continued. Considerable progress was 
made, showing an addition to the funds of over £5,000. But 
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at the middle of November it became apparent that the Par¬ 
liamentary Election and the near approach of Christmas ren¬ 
dered it advisable to suspend operations until after the 
holidays. On January 25 a meeting of the Committee was held 
for the purpose of resuming work, when a statement was pre¬ 
sented showing that the funds had reached the sum of £137,350. 
Of the amount already donated to the fund in response to the 
personal canvass undertaken by the Citizens’ Committee, no 
less a sum than £110,000 (which includes interest earned) is 
on fixed deposit in the names of the Trustees of the Fund— 
Messrs. J. IT. Gunson, V. J. Larner, and W. Elliott—in the 
Bank of New Zealand, bearing interest at the rate of 4| per 
cent. The balance of the amount already subscribed is due 
for payment to the Committee during 1923 and 1924. 

The Citizens’ Committee proposes to continue the personal 
canvass for a short period with the view of bringing the fund 
by this means to £150,000, before the public appeal for the 
balance of the total of £200.000 required is launched in the City 
and Auckland district later in the present year. So much has 
been done, and the liberality of the citizens of Auckland has 
been so pronounced during the whole campaign, that the pro¬ 
moters entertain no doubt as to final success. Only a little 
more than a fourth of the total sum required remains to be 
gathered in; and now that most residents of Auckland have 
learned from the recent exhibition of designs what a noble and 
dignified building has been selected for erection, it is hoped, 
for tlie honour of Auckland, that a ready and cordial response 
will be given. And. when the final and public appeal is made, 
let those then remaining give frankly and fully in accordance 
with their means, and thus ensure the success of the Auckland 
War Memorial Museum. 

Conclusion.—In conclusion, the Council wish to convey the 
thanks of the Institute to the many donors to the Museum and 
Library whose names are contained in the appended lists; but 
specially do they desire to express their high appreciation of 
the long and arduous services of the Citizens’ Committee and 
coadjutors in placing the claims of the War Memorial Museum 
so fully and forcibly before the consideration of many Auck¬ 
landers. The response, which has been so liberally and graci¬ 
ously given, is without doubt the most noteworthy instance of 
public generosity yet recorded in the history of tile Dominion. 
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JUBILEE OF MR. CHEESEMAN. 

APPRECIATION OF HIS SERVICES. 

After the above report had been read to the meeting and 
adopted, the President, Mr. J. II. Gunson, stated that the 
Council, at a meeting held on February 23rd, had unanimously 
resolved to recognise Mr. Cheeseman’s fifty years’ services as 
Curator by the presentation of a jubilee bonus of £100, and 
that the same be accompanied by an illuminated address, ex¬ 
pressing the Council’s high appreciation of Mr. Cheeseman’s 
monumental work on the New Zealand Flora. He therefore 
read the address, and presented it, together with the above- 
mentioned cheque, to Mr. Cheeseman. 

Mr. Cheeseman briefly replied, thanking the meeting for 
its recognition of his past services. The following is the text 
of the address:—

Dear Sir, 

The Council of the Auckland Institute, at its last meet¬ 
ing, unanimously resolved that the presentation of the Fiftieth 
Annual Report of its proceedings which you have prepared, 
affords an appropriate opportunity for expressing the 
Council’s warm appreciation of your services to the Institute 
and Museum in Auckland, and to the cause of Science in New 
Zealand. 

The annual volumes of the ‘"Transactions of the New Zea¬ 
land Institute” show that, from the time when your first paper 
was published, fifty years ago. not a year has passed without 
the scientific literature of New Zealand being enriched by 
your researches. Material additions have thus been made to 
our knowledge of the flora and fauna of the Dominion. 

Especial reference must be made to your monumental 
work, the “Manual of New Zealand Flora.” and the Volumes 
of Illustrations subsequently published. In selecting you to 
supplement the labours of Sir J. D. Hooker, the Government 
officially recognised the distinctive place you had won, even 
twenty years ago. among New Zealand botanists. When it is 
remembered that this undertaking involved full descriptions 
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from actual examination of 1,571 species, and the classification 
of all the indigenous dowering plants and ferns found in New 
Zealand, the Kermadees, Chathams and Antipodes Islands, the 
magnitude of the task which you so ably performed will be 
generally realised. The satisfaction of the Government with 
the book has been manifested by their recent request for a 
greatly enlarged edition, embodying the results of your 
researches since the publication of the work in 1906. 

The citizens of Auckland are especially indebted to you 
for the creation of a Museum which possesses the most com¬ 
plete representation of Maori Art that has ever been gathered 
together in one collection. Your ethnological knowledge and 
faculty for systemisation have been material factors in attain¬ 
ing these results. Your recent generous gift of a Herbarium, 
the collection of a lifetime, will form a unique feature in the 
new Museum. 

The members of the Council desire to express their per¬ 
sonal appreciation of your uniform courtesy and the readiuess 
with which you have at all times placed your knowledge at 
the disposal of the public. Popular interest in Science has 
also been stimulated by the course of Lectures, on a wide 
range of subjects, which you have arranged annually. We 
trust that you will be spared to aid by your experience and 
skill in the equipment of the projected National Memorial, 
which in its inception owes a great deal to your ardent 
advocacy.
